skies. In short, the Salvation Army 
ia only one of the many chloroform¬ 
ing agencies with which this country 
is cursed, whose aim it is to keep the 
people quiet while the plundering 
classes rob them. 

A little leaflet called “The Offi¬ 
cer,” issued for private circulation 
I among the officers of the Salvation 
Army, has just'co'.iie into our hands. 
Thii particular unmber deals main¬ 
ly. under the heading of “Burning 
Questions,” with the celebration of 
May Day, and .the conclusion of the 
article on this subject is that “It is 
for the Army to show all people how 
to be happy in a life of ceaseless toil, 
poverty and auffe^g. If our life 
is such as it ought to be, we shall 
daily teach our people, and through 
them the world, this lesson. And 
then, whatever may become of all the 
Ifay Day ahd other agitations, our 
crowds will grow bigger and bigger, 
and our songs will fill the world.” 


We must confess to having’for a 
long, time felt a certain mount of 
■ympaihy with the Salvation Arrny. 
lirithont concerning ourtelves with 
its beliefs or the peculiar methods 
of popularising these, we have re¬ 
garded the Salvationist movement as 
an earnest, devoted, cnthnsiatic, if 
not always wisely directed, effort to¬ 
wards the elevation of the poorest 
and most downtrodden of our fellow 
creatures. Its fight againat existing 
social evils we could admire, even if 
we did not think much of its creed, 
and were sceptical of the euccess it 
was likely to achieve as a social 
force. MTicncver it has been a ques¬ 
tion. therefore.of free speech for the 
Armv. or of its right to appral to 
the public as we ourselves claim to 
do, we have been always on its side. 
But the Army has preferred to re¬ 
turn evil for good, and we have 
never had occasion to thank it for 
anything but abuse and misrepre¬ 
sentation.

But production, or the making of gooda, has long ceased to he IndividusL Tha Isher if 
scores, or even thousands, entari Into almost every article prodneed. Production is now social or collectlvs. Prspifesfly 
avarytblng la nude or done by many men—eometlmes eepaiated by aeaa or continents—working together for tbs mm 
and. But tbli oo.operation in production la not for the direct ow of the thingi made by the workeri who make tlna% 
but for the profit of ths owners of the tools and means of production; and to this is due the present division of esdi^ 
into two clawea; and from it havt sprung all the miseries, Inhsrmonles and contradictions of our civiliistlon. 

Batwaan thew two classes there can be no powlble compromise or identity of interests, any more than than cw 
hs paacs in the midst of war, or light in the midst of darkness. A society based upon this claw diviaion carrlw Hmli 
the aeeda of its own deatructioiL Such a aodety la founded in fundamental injuitice. There can ha no poealbla hsek 
for social peace, for individual freedom, for mental and moral harmony, except in the conscious and oomplats tiiaqh 
Of tho woiking clasa as ths only claw that has ths right or power to be.

.As to tho interests of the toilers, M.

Ho has 
taken stock of what other Catholics 
have done for the promotion of 
progress, and he is anxious that his 
French co-religionists should ho 
practical in their ideals and. so far 
ns strict adherence to Catholic doc¬ 
trine will permit, in harmony with 
the spirit of the age.—Catholic Citi¬ 
zen. 


have rendered service by raising 
their voices aminst certain discred¬ 
itable procccoings to which they 
gave their approbation by silence 
when they did not praise them pub¬ 
licly. 

'The conise pursued by the French 
Catholics whilst tho Dreyfus affair 
waa before the public ia not the only 
subject upon which M. Chaino finds 
fault with their action. In his com¬ 
ment he touches upon quite a num¬ 
ber of questions. 

For instance, he states that in 
many parts of France the priests do 
not enjoy the good-will of the peo¬ 
ple. 'Their unpopularity is not de¬ 
served, but it cannot he denied. In 
the country and in the cities alike 
the clergy are held in suspicion, and 
however jfood and hardworking a 
parish priest may bo, he inspires dis¬ 
trust when he busies himself with 
local matters. The antipathy of the 
working class towards him is all the 
more notable because of fifty thous¬ 
and diocesan priests no less than for¬ 
ty thousand come from the ranks of 
the people. Does not the dislike, 
says M. Chaine, arise to a con^idcr- 


Combes, but ho does not hesitate to 
assert that the French Catholics 
have done much to bring the trou¬ 
bles on thcmsclvca. If, he observes, 
the Catholics are suffering in 
■France, is it not because they have 
committed grave faults? Did they 
not adopt an unintelligent and cul¬ 
pable attitude in' tha famous Drey¬ 
fus affair?

Archbishop >[cssincr, who haa liocn 
trj'ing for some tinn? t» forco a fight 
between the Catholic church and the 
Socialisla and progreaaivc labor 
unions, preached a sermon against 
Socialism licforc the Federation of Catholic Soeietiea of. Wisconsin in 
Jlilwaukcc last Sunday night—a ecmion ftill of miaatatements, venom 
and craft. Whenever a prclati or priest attaeka the movement of the 
ji'orking cla.ss for its emancipation by misrepresenting Socialism to his 
liearcrs. he brings grist tu the Socialist mill. Far from lamenting 
such an attack, wt welcome them. For (1) misrepresentation always 
reacts on the misrepresentator; (21 if onr movement can only be op- 
p<»ed by falstdioods, ehurchmon themselves will sooner or later note the 
fact and make up their judgment iiceorilingly. and (.1) such an attack 
will onlv expose Ihp priest or prelate to either one of two conclusions: 
Either he is ignorant of the eubject he is treating, or he ia willing to 
bear fals<‘ witness, cither of which are highly diseredifable. 

In our jiidgroenj the archtfishop displays both failings: ignorance 
and dishonesty. His flock naturally look to him for a virtuous presen¬ 
tation of. facts. When he makes it possible for them to doubt his ver¬ 
acity nr his miderstanding of the subject of which he is willing to treat, 
he injnrisi his own churcli and shakes the faith of his followers. 

The nrehhishop started out by referring to I.eo XIII.’s encvclical 
of 1891. and gave a wrong view of it. While it is true that the cncyelical 
di'linuneed .Sm-ialism as it was then wrongly understood, thanks’ to a 
lying capitalist press, yet it held to principles thit were ^eiulistie in 
tluir direction and their clliics, so much so that Socialists have iisf-il 
it not a little to convert Catholics to their philosophv. But 
that: encvclical cIosihI with a recommendation' that the Cath¬ 
olic eliureh form Catholic trade unions. The archbishop has pointi-d to 
this in the past, but last Sunday he kept it in the background and in 
nrd(*r to meet the many criticisms of his well-known position, lannelu'd 
forth in a ouloe>- of the A. F. of L. Yet he said that the encvclical 
settled for all time the attitude of the church toward the labor prob¬ 
lem. In other words, it required for all time that Catholic trade unions 
Iw innintaineil in opposition to the regular trado union movement, 
ai-eording to the archbishop’s reasoning. But it all depends on how 
you rend the encyclicjil—whether for the spirit of it or to reverence 
every word it contains without regard to the spirit of it. ^\nd we 
have nlrea<ly quoted Catholic books, one particulnrlv hv a professor in 
the Catholic university, which point out that an encyclical of a pope 
has no liind-ng force under the caiiohical law, except where touching on 
que.-tion of fail|i. 

Then the archbishop goes roughshod into the game of slander. ITo 
snvs that the .\inerican .Socialist is craftier than the “rabid European 
advocate of SoCialisni. hut that he stands for the same thing. “There ia 
great danger in it (Socialism) to the church, the stale, moralitv, the 
family, the marriage relation anJ propertv ownership. The private 
ownership of property ia supported by the gospel, apostolic teaching • 
* and is a divine ordination not to be changotl bv the hand i.f 
man.” Ut ua instruct this apparcntlv ignorant man. .Socialism’s
